Sunday and Relieved River Sit- 
uation Considerably at This 
Point. Cloverport Ferry Com- 
pany Fortunate in Saving Its 
River Property. Pate and Mc- 
Kahn Grateful. 



For the first time in six weeks the 
Ohio river is open at this point. Satur- 
day morning at a:15 o'clock, the ice 
broke here and so «reat was ttie crash, 
that the inhabitants of the river front 
were awakened by the unearthly noise 
which sounded as if houses weie faliiiiK 
on top of one another. 

From that time until Sunday after 
noon the ice passed at the rate of 
seven or eight miles an hour. 

At Rock Island, which is below here 
where the river is very narrow and piled 
up with rocks, the ice liecame gorged so 
that the river rose 20 feet on Saturday. 

After the gorge broke, Sunday a'ter 
noon about three o'clock, the ice began 
moving again and moved all night with 
the river rising a foot an hour, The peo- 
pie whose homes were on the river front 
in the Kast end began moving out nt 
dark Sunday night, thinking the water 
would reach their homes before morning, 
but along about midnight the river be- 
gan falling. Monday and Tuesday it 
. imperatively clear of ice. 
It is stated that when the gorge breaks 
at Rising Sun that it will not be as bad 
when it reaches this point as the gorge 
which has just passed. 

Along the shor s of this side of the 
river the ice is at least :i0 feet deep and 
extends I5O yards from the bank. The 
shores on the Clover Creek bank are in 
practically the same condition and the 
river men say it will be late in the spring 
before the ice will be completely melted. 

Saturday and Sunday nights, cars filled 
with coal were stationed on the I,. H & 
St. L. bridge so as to steady it and keep 
the huge blocks of ice from tearing loose 
the frame work. 

The Cloverport Ferry Company was 
exceptionally fortunate in being able to 
save its ferry boat and barges. Nearly 
every ferry company on the river has 
-fullered in either great or small losses 
such as has never been heard of before. 

Practically the only thing lost here 
was the oil house and freight house be 
longing to Louisville & Kvansville Pack- 
et Company.

The measure providing for an ap- 
propriation of IsO.OOO a year to the 
State Tax Commission was passed in 
the Senate by a vote of 36 to t. and in 
the House by 65 to 28, or a total of lul 
to SO In its favor. 

The bill was introduced on the rec- 
ommendation of the Tax Commission 
whote chairman, M. M. Logan, In an 
address Id the Assembly, claimed that 
the appropriation was needed for the 
purpose of employing eleven tax ex- 
perts (one for each Congressional Dis- 
trict) whose duties would be to search 
for unlisted, intangible property, and 
that he felt safe in making the asser- 
tion that for the $50,000 "invesle 1" 
thev would return SjS0.N0 iu taxes. 

Your Representative was opposed to 
and voted against the bill, and "Mr. 
Speaker, 1 rise to explain my vote." 

In the first place we are already em- 
ploying three sets of officials to uncover 
this hidden list, namely: The Asses- 
sors, the Board of Supervisors and the 
Special Agents, and the assurance that 
additional officers would render any 
better service is largely problematical. 

Now, of course, I am not an autnori- 
ty on revenue and taxation and while I 
came here more or less prejudiced 
against the new revenue laws, at Ihe 
same lime I realizs that the members 
of the General Assembly who enacted 
these laws must have been men of good 
reasoning and sound judgment, and 
that they were advised by educated 
men of wide experience in such matters 
and therefore I came opeu to convic 
tioo. I have carefully read the report 
of the Tax Commission which, by the 
way, is quite interesting. No word of 
Mr Logan's address escaped me and I 
was profoundly impressed by his as- 
sertion of being able to return ten for 
one on the appropriation This looked 
like good business and it was made to 
aupenr that a member of the Legisla- 
ture who opposed the measure was 
sadly lacking in business acumen and 
deserved the finger of scorn frorr h.s 
colleagues and constituency. 

However, after having counseled with 
men in whom I have the utmost confi- 
dence, it became clearly evident to me 
that ths new laws are designed to pro- 
tect money, notes and bonds and to lay 
the burden of tax ition upon faimsand 
other real estate. 

Uuder this law money in bail is 
taxed oue tenth Of OSS percent, o'sjy, 
and for State purposes solely. It .1 man 
owns bonds aud mortgages his lax list 
is but fi ceUs on the 1100, or four- 
t.-nths of >ne percent , and that for the 
State only. The man owning a farm Is 
taxed for State purposes 40 cents on the 
$i00 and in addition the farmers of our 
county must pay all the expenses of 
county government as well. 

It looks like a bad situation so far as 
farm owners are concerned, and I be- 
lieve the ultimate purpose ol the thirg 
is to place the burden of pajing the ex- 
penses ot government upon the owners 
of real estate. 

The effect of the aforesaid appro- 
priation will be to enlarge the powers of 
the Tax Commission which, I believe, is 
dangeious. 

Now, Mr. Banker and Mr. Business 
understand, that I am not uu- 
uindful of nor indifferent to your in- 
We farmers need yoj and we 
believe that we are of benefit to you 
and that any legislation that is detri- 
mental to the farmer is also harmful to 
your enterprises. 

The State-wide Prohibition Amend- 
ment is now a law and will be submit- 
ted to the voters in November, 1OIU. I 
am proud to state that I had the honor 
of assisting in its enactment, and I sin- 
cerely hope that the Louisville Herald's 
is correct In his predic- 
tion that prohibition will carry in the 
State by a majority of 100,000 or more. 

A rather elaborate Public School Bill 
ha, been introduced whose purpose, 
among other changes, is to raise the 
standard of efficiency and to increase 
the compensation ot teachers. For this 
alone the law Is worthy of enactment 
aud besides It has other commendable 
It is regarded favorably in 
sdly be- 
come a law. 

The bill providing for a vote on pub- 
lic road bonds with magisterial districts 
as units was reported favorably by the 

It is de- 



dared unconstitutional by the authori- 
ties here and is therefore lost. 

Several bills relating to the dog ques- 
tion have been introduced. One mem- 
wants ihem taxed. Sj per head, 
islres that one dog be exempt 
to each household and a tax of M for 
each male and *2 5O for each female for 
all over one, and another exempts one 
dog to each household and taxes all 
over at $3. "i0 per heud, and still another 
prohibits more than one dog to a house- 
bold and taxes it $1 51). 

There are identical bills in both 
Houses providing for the abatement of 
houses of prostitution and the regula- 
tion of advertisements of cures for ven- 
ereal diseases. These bills are spon- 
sored by the W.,r Department through 
the Kentucky Federation of Women's 
Clubs. I think these measures will have 
but little opposition In importance as 
a destructive element, I am persuaded 
that the awful tlfccts of this most hid- 
eous vice ranktqually wiih those of in- 
temperance. B.'ing a creature of dark- 
ness and supported by conventions that 
prohibit its discussion, it does not get 
the uotoriety that intemperance bears 
and for the.»e very reasons it is more 
dangerous. 

Shall this awful war have been fought 
in vain if through its inllucnce we shall 
be able to banish these evil>? 

A bill providing for an appropi iation 
of $25,000 to the Illiteracy Commission 
seems very popular. The foumler of 
tnis commission, Mrs. Cora Wilson 
Stewart, is an accomplished woman and 
makes a most impressive appeal. I be- 
lieve the appropriaiion will be provided 
and it appears that the cause is worthy.

The 
only exceptions are for miller* 
manufacturing bran and dealers iu 
coarse grains, who have already 
been placed under Food Adminis- 
tration licenses. 

Applications for license should 
be addressed to the license divis- 
ion, Food Administration, Wash- 
ington, D. GL, specifying the na- 
ture of the business to be licensed.

Novel Bed for 

One of the great problems In certain 
canes of spinal wouuds with paralysis 
Is how to move the patient sullielenlly 
to make his bed and tend his wounds 
without Increasing his sufferings by 
moving him.

Surrounding the bed Just ut 
the edge of the muttress is a reetuu- 
gaftaf framework of hollow metal pip- 
ing. Connecting the two parallel sides 
are broad bands of webbing stretched 
across the mattress, and on tflese the 
patient lies. The two short sides of 
the framework, the one at the head of 
the bed and the other at the foot, ure 
connected by ll geared Wheel with I 
vertical steei post so that by simply 
turning a handle at the head or foot 
of the bed the framework, with the 
patient lying on the webbing-, egg be 
lilted off the mattress without his po- 
lo the least.

A banana should never be 
eaten until the shin Is beginning to 
turn black. BagM Cental that they 
should be entirely hlncK. However, It 
Is not necessary to go so far as that. 
As they turn black the starch turns to 
sugar. Scrape the white material from 
beneath the skin before you eat the 
fruit

President F. L. McVey, University

to train teachers for vocational "sub 
Jects. The bill also provides that the 
Government furnishes $36,000 thU 
year if the state and local towns wil 
raise a similar amount for the estab 
lishlng of vocational training in the 
high schools and teachers training 
courses In the University and the Nor 
mal Industrial School at Frankfort. Ol 
this sum $12,493 is to be devoted tc 
♦eacher training, of which the Unlver 
sity Is to receive 75 per cent. Mist 
Anna Richardson, of Washington, I 
representative of the Smith Hughe 
interests, conferred with Dr. McVey 
in regard to the courses offered In do 
mestlc science in the University tc 
teachers. She approved the course. It 
now rests with the Legislature to pass 
the bill, the provisions of which have 
been accepted by Gov. Stanley.

They see that chil- 
dren in need of medical car* get that 
care. They are seeking to give kindly 
advice to the child just beginning to 
be wayward or disobedient.

Like- 
wise ever since bosses and holidays 
•volved, ulotig about history's sun- 
rise, the former have been cursing 
the latter as troublesome breuks In 
the year's work, by the Middle Ages 
holiduys had become bo nuu 
Unit they seriously Interfered with 
Industrial pursuits. A valuable re- 
ault of the Reformation not generally 
appreciated was the ubolitlou of a 
large portion of these hollduya.

Where Holidays Are Thickest, 
t'ontrury to the popular notion, the 

new democracies of the west enjoy u 

greater number of holiduys than their 

sister nations of the eastern hemi- 
sphere, of the 07 nations or depend- 
encies listed Brazil leads, with 81 

hollduya. The United States, with 

54, is a close second, although she, 

unlike Brazil, pructlcally Ignores the 

church days.

In most of these countries numerous 

local holidays ordinarily observed 

have been abandoned during the war. 

The study of holidays la fascinat- 
ing to the historian. Those of our 

own country offer u particularly rich 

field. If one knew the meaning of all 

the hnlf a hundred days celebrated iu 

the United States, with the collateral 

events connected with eueh, he would 

be well versed In the nation's history. 
One of the first surprises In store 

for such a student la to learn that the 

United states haa no national holi- 
day. The reader will at once think 

of Fourth of July and of the Presi- 
dent's Thanksgiving proclamation. 

But not even these are national. Acta 
of Congress and Presidents' pro- 
nouncements In this respect apply 
only to the District of Columbia und 
the terrltorlea. The atates usually 
follow suit, but as a matter of cus- 
tom only und not of law. Here la a 
chance to win some bets from your 
frlenda. 

America'a Red Letter Days. 
American local holidays ure rich In 
historical significance. Of such are 
the commemorations of Bunker Hill 
and Bennington and New Orleans uud 
San Jacinto; the all hut forgotten 
Fast Day of New Knglnnd, atlll sur- 
viving lu New Hampshire; Putriots' 
Duy in Maine und Old Defender's Duy 
In Baltimore, I'loneer Day in Idaho 
and the various Admission Days pop- 
ular with other Western stutea, Con- 
federate Memorial Day in the South, 
together with the birthdays of Lee 
uud other heroes of the Confederacy. 

Two states have Independence Days 
of their own. Texas observes her sep- 
aration from Mexico nn March % 
North Carolina commemorates the 
Halifax Independence resolutions ou 
April 12 and the Mecklenburg decla- 
ration on May 20. 

It remains for Frederick county, 
Md.. to celebrate all alone the repu- 
diation of the stamp act, one of the 
moat local celebrations of an Impor- 
tant national event on record. 

Among the favorite months for hol- 
idays the world over November lea da, ebratlnf them . 



ness. Miireh, on the other hand, is 
the longest all around business 
"month, iMrrlllg only li) holidays. Thus 
at least tWO- third! of every month in- 
terferes with the tree play of Inter- 
national business. 

Even such generally observed festi- 
vals ns Christmas and New Vein s 
Duy can't be dap— d ad upon by the 
banker without consulting the Inter- 
national cnb'uditr. 

New Year's Duy Is the only holiday 
universally observed. But, nhis, It 
fulls on 11 different dates In dilTerent 
pnrts of the globe, and some countries 
observe more than one of them. An 
exhaustive study of these New Year 
celehrullons would give one n pretty 
fulr knowledge of the ancient history 
of the world. Curiously enough, one 
of our own states, Massachusetts, does 
not make this n legal holiday, though 
her citizens generally observe it. 
Where Chistmas la Not Observed. 
Christmas Day, due to its rollglois 
slguillcance, Is not so generally ob- 
served as New Year's Day. It has, 
moreover, only three different dates. 
It was not generally observed on De- 
cember 25 until the fourth century. 
The early church, lacking nny au- 
thentic knowledge as to the date of 
Christ's birth, celebrated It without 
uniformity in .May, April nnd Janu- 
ary. The Arnieniun Church still ob- 
serves January 0. Why the Decem- 
ber unte was finally selected Is uncer- 
tain. Some see In It a displacement 
of the Koman Saturnalia; others de- 
clare it a survival of the Feast of the 
Winter Solstice, ond still others point 
to Its coincidence with the old Oer- 
man Yuletlde Feast. Countries where 
the old style calendar prevails still 
celebrate Jnnuary 7. 

In the Puritan days Scotch Presby- 
terians and Kngllsh Non-Conformists 
rejected Christmas Day altogether as 
"savoring of papistry," and In New 
Knglund Thanksgiving Day was de- 
vised to replace It. It seems a curi- 
ous thing that there ore today Christ- 
tlan countries where It Is not ob- 
served legelly. Such nre Norway, 
Panama, Peru, Portugal and the 
South African Union. 

The last named, however, still ob- 
serves the old Kngllsh Institution of 
Boxing Dny on December 20. This 
was the day when the English gentry, 
having had their own Christmas cele- 
bration the day before, turned their 
attention to the poor by presenting 
them with Christmas boxes. The day 
loter became the day for general giv- 
ing of Christmas gifts. 

Portugal Dropa Traditions. 
The only country on earth a study 
of whose holidays reveals little of Its 
political, natal or religious origin Is 
riWlllinl The first attempt to estab- 
lish a republic In Bortugnl was made 
on Junuury 81, 18SJ1. This Is reflect- 
ed In Its cnlendur of holiduys, which 
runa: "Junuury 1, dedicated to uni- 
versal brotherhood; January 31, ded- 
icated to the memory of all those who 
fought and died to establish the re- 
public In Portugal ; May 8, In mem- 
ory of 4he discovery of Brazil by the 
Portuguese; Juue 10, municipal holi- 
day at Lisbon ; June 24, municipal 
holiday at Oporto; October 5, the 
date of the establlahment of the Por- 
tuguese republic; December 1, Flag 
Day, to commemorate 
ence of the country ; 
Family Day." 

These brief notations on holidays 
touch only their distribution and 
datea. Back of these Ilea a wide field 
filled with quaint and curious Infor-

Thousands of Young Women 
Are Needed to Fill Ranks 
of Nurses In Red Cross 
Service 



Thousands of patriotic youns wom- 
en throughout the country ore looking 
for ways In which they can serve tho 
governi- cnt at the present time. 

The Bureau of Nursing or the Lake 
Division. American Rat Cross, Cleve- 
land, points out that tie r,. Is „o form 
of service op-n to women more great- 
ly needed than M :it rendered by the 
MMm of the country. 

The i<rd Crew Nursing service— 

for which mo t registered nurses are 
eligible— constitutes the reserve for 
the amy and the navy nurse corps. 
It Is calling for many hundreds of 
highly quiil i fled nurses for service 
abroad In our own hospitals and those 
of our allies. It Is also callitiK many 
hundreds for service in the base hos- 
pitals in our cantonments. 

"We have," • ays Miss Hoherts, 
"nurses cnotiKh to meet our present 
need, but in octet to maintain our 

health standards nt home during and 
after th" war and to can ttane to care 
for nip- armies many more must be 
trained. 

"The need for skilled nur-es during 
the next few years will be the great- 
est the world has ever known and the 
number of students In the siring 
"lasses now being enrolled In the 
schools ror nurses throughout the 
country should be rrmltcd only by the 
teaching facilities of the schools and 
by the clinical facilities of the hos- 
pitals with whieh they are connected " 

The committee on nui.ung of the 
general Bedtcml board of the Council 
of National Defense his encouraged 
j those hospitals possessing sufficient 
I clinical material to increase their fa- 
cilities for the thorough training of 
nurses n;:d in many instances this 
has been done. 

Following are some of the advan- 
tages in nursing education and some 
points a young woman should con- 
sider in selecting a training school: 

1 Nursing education not only pro- 
pares for a large variety of pro- 
fessional fields, hut Is an excellent 
preparation for home and family life 
and for public service in many ways 

2 Almost upon enrollment the ?tu- 
dent begins her service to the com- 
munity In helping to ciire for the sick, 
as a part of her instruction nnd train 
Ing. 

3 Life In most schools Is healthy, 
wholesome, simple and regulnr. It 
is full of vivid human interest, the stu- 
dent sharing in deepest realities- of 
Mfe. 

4T1ip graduate of n good school 
steps at once into regular profes- 
sional life and work with an assured 
llvelihocd. No weary struggle to get 
u foothold — to show what she can do. 
The hospital has carried her over that 
stage. Raff work is rendy and waiting 
for her if she successfully completes 
her training. 

5 The student Is at no expense for 
tuition, board, lodging, laundry, 
uniform, etc., in the great majority of 
schools. Only a few schools charge a 
tuition fee, for preparatory course. 
The student is also cared for In ill 
ness. 

6 Salaries compare favorably with 
salaries of other trained women. 
In some fields they are higher thnn 
the average. Kspeclally is this true 
of teaching and administrative work 
either In institutions or In Public 
Health Nursing. Opportunities for ad 
vancement are many und steadily In- 
creasing. 

Choice of Training School. 

(a) Be careful in choosing a train- 
ing school. Be sure that Its diploma 
will enable you to register In your 
state. 

(b) That its educational standards 
are good. 

(c) That it offers thorough training 
In medical, surgical, children's and 
maternity nursing. 

(d) That the housing and living 
conditions are such as to ensure the 
In ali h and •well-being of students. 

(e) That the- working conditions 
ure modern and the hours reasonable 

(f) That the general standing of the 
school and its graduates Is good 
Where any doubt exists on this point 
further advice should be sought, 
through olllciuls of the State Nurses'

Increase the product ion of our farms. 
Ill the face of th. faei that the j, lea 
dime almost too lute for some fanners 
to radically chan ,-e their plans, the 
acreage for cultivated crops has been 
wonderfully Increased. The live and 
lon-eerc tu rs Wg wt stump, or hillside, 
hind which had previously been con- 
sidered not worth the trouble have 
been broke for cultivation. 

A few farmers who have every nvnll- 
ni'Je acre under cultivation must con- 
tent themselves in trying to raise more 
to the acre and in conserving all they 
can. 

In this connec tion an effort to Mrl 
the little plus at farrowing time is un- 
doubtedly a profitable nnd a patriotic 
method conserving the food supply. 

Contrary to some of the older farm- 
ers' ideas, do not let the brood sow, 
which Is to furrow, make her bed 
■ roUDd nn old straw or hay stack. Pro- 
vide n good shelter, well protected 
from cold and rain, nnd, preferably, 
having n solid lloor. 

Do not let tho sow root n deep hole 
for n lied, she can he given a on- 
erous amount of straw for bedding at 
first, just to satisfy her animal ln-

stlnct. Later when she starts to far- 
row It Is wise to remove much of 
the bedding. 

The furrowing pen should be 
cquippcil with ruiK as shown in tin' 
drawing. These rails may be made of 
2 by 1 pieces nailed so that they ore 
parallel with the floor, With six Inches 
clearance underneath und with four 
Inches or more between the mil and 
the wall. 

The purpose of this rail ns well ns 
the removal of superlluous bedding 
is to prevent the sow from crowding 
the little pigs to death. The mil per- 
iods the little fellows to crawl behind 
Md get out. 

Pers-onnlly I find that "wntchful 
waiting" is the best policy with fnr- 
ri wing brood sows. They usually start 
to furrow u few hours after they 
commence to make their bed. Then 
an hour or so spent In caring for the 
animals fre quen tly saves several of 
the offspring. After two or three pigs. 
: re furrowed the mother usually gets 
up, remakes her bed and turns over. 
At this time she pays little intention 
to the pigs that have come and It is 
best to watch them. After the sow Is 
through farrowing there is little dan- 
ger of her lying on the pigs. 



GOOD SYSTEM IS DESIRABLE 

Few Farmers Make Plans to Dispose 
of Unprofitable 



Very few fnrmers practice a sys- 
tematic plan of disposing of their 
fowls after they have ceased to be 
productive, although It Is well known 
that fowls of the heavier breeds, 
such ns the Plymouth Rocks, cense 
to produce n profitable number of 
i ggs ut the end of their second laying 
jeur. This holds true of the lighter 
breeds, such as the Leghorns, at the 
end of their third laying yeur. Conse- 
quently, If efforts were mude to dis- 
pose of nil females when their best 
luylng days were over, a large quan- 
tity of poultry meat would be placed 
on the market. All poorly developed 
chickens should likewise be culled out 
and used as meat. This way of dis- 
posing of unprofitable fowls would 
allow the farmer to feed his gruln to 
younger and more productive fowls.

Known

ply of the Nation. 

Louisville, Ky., Jan. 2«.-Followlni 
the is.-uiitice ( ,f a P Mi tarnation by 
President Wilson calling for additional 
food economic!. Federal Food Adminis- 
tratis Fred M. Sai kctt today maibi 
known to the people of Kentucky the 
contents or t!ie Kitchen Card. Thin 
card, which supersede* the Kitchen 
Cud distributed during Pledge Card 
Campaign W. aft, October 2Sth to 
November 1th, (alls upon all the peo 
pie of America to observe two wheat- 
less days weekly, one meatless day 
and one pork less day, as well as a 
wheutless and meatless meal every 
day. llerotof ire, only one wheatlesi 
uud one meatless day have been con 
sidered necessary. 

The new regulations ure addressed 
particularly to the women who signed 
the pledge cards, since l hey promised 
to "follow the directions and advice 
of the Food Administration" in so far 
as their circumstances permit. The 
women aro expected, however, to in 
ditco the members of their families to 
follow these directions also, and the 
proclamation of the I'res.dent makes 
If plain that the population of America 
must respond unanlinoii sir and with 
a Joyful heart If the war is to be 



DEMAND FOR SELECTED EGGS 
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No Hardships Imposed. 

Although the now restrictions call 
for the abridgment of long-established 
habits, the new Kitchen Card d es not 
Impose any hardships. As yet. the 
American people still are not requirod 
to make any sacrifices in the matter 
of food to win the war The most any 
person is asked to do is to suffer some 
Blight inconvenience. 

Tho new Kitchen Card, which the 
President approves and hands to the 
nation as a book of rules for winning 
the war, is as follows: 

"Tho Food Administration asks 
every loyal American to help with 
tho war by maintaining rigidly aa a 
minimum of saving the following pro- 
gram: 

"Have two Wlaatlaai days (.Monday 
and Wednesday l in every week and 
one wheat less meal in every day. 

"Expl.uiat ion : On wheatless days 
and in wheatless meals of other days 
uso no crackers, pastry, macaroni, 
breakfast, food or other cereal food 
containing wheat and use no wheat 
flour in any form except the small 
amount that may he needed for thick- 
ening soups or gravies or tor a hinder 
In corn bread and other cereal breads. 
As to bread, ir you buko It nt home, uso 
ether cereals than wheat, and If you 
buy it. buy only war bread. Our oh 
teat Is that we should buy and con- 
sumo one third less wheat products 
than we did lust year. 

Meatless Meal Every Day. 

"Have one meatless duy (Tuesday) 
In every week and one meatless meal 
lu every day. Have two porkless days 
(Tuesday and Saturday) in every 
week." 

"Explunutiun: Meatless means with- 
out any cuttle, hog or sheep products. 
On the other days use mutton and 
lamb in preference to beef or pork 
Porkless means without pork, buewn, 
ham, lard or pork products fresh or 
preserved. Use fish, poultry and eggs 
As a nation we eat und waste nearly 
twice as much meat as we need." 

"Make every day a fut saving day 
(butter, lard, substitutes, etc.)" 

"Explanation: Fry less less; bako, 
broil, boil or stew food instead. Save 
meat drippings; use them and vege 
table oils for cooking instead of but 
ter. Hutter has food values vital to 
children, therefore, give it to them. 
Use it only on the table. Waste no 
soap. It Is made from fat He careful 
of all fats We use and waste two und 
a half times us much fut us we need.'' 

"Mnke every day a sugar saving 
day." 

"Explanation: Use less sugar; less 
aweet drinks and candy containing 
suKur should he used in wur time. As 
a nation wo huve used twice us much 
sugar as we need." 

"I so fruits, vegetables and potatoes 
abundantly." 

"Kxplanation: These foods are 
heiiltlit.il and plentiful and nt the sami 
time partly take the pluce of other 
foods which we must save. Raise all 
you can for home use." 

"Use milk wisely." 

"Kxplanation: Use all of the milk; 
waste no part of it. The children must 
use whole milk. Use sour und skim 

cheese." 

"Hoarding food. Any one buying 
and holding a larger supply of food 
now than in peace time, execut food 
cunned, dried or preserved in the 
home, is helping to defeat the Food 
Administration in its attempt to se- 
cure a Just division of food and the es- 
tablishment of fair prunes. The food 
hoarder Is working againat the com- 
mon good and even against the very 
safety of the country. Hoarding foods 
in households is both selfish and un- 
necessary. The Government Is pro- 
tecting the food supply of Its peopla."

If, on the other hand, he Is go- 
4ng to preach the sermon, he walks 
from the parish of Frant to the parish 
of Rpeldhurst on the way to the pulpit 
In half a minute he can enter the two 
counties and the three parishes named. 
The members of the congregation, 
however, have to content themselves 
by sitting In one county and ona par- 
iah like ordinary folk.

The business of being a steeplejack 
hns very strangely "run through" set- 
erul families of Fnglund. At Notting- 
ham therV wits u family mimed Wool- 
Ion, members of which hud for centu- 
ries the repututlon of being during 
steeple climbers, not for adventure but 
in the wny of business. 

One of these Woottons, In the time 
of George 111, was famous for repair- 
ing steeples and spires without using 
scaffolding; he did his work by the 
help of ladders, hooks nud ropes. When 
he repaired St. Peter's spire, Notting- 
ham, In 1789, having finished his work, 
he beut u drum at its top, thousands 
of people looking on. 

Another of the Woottons undertook 
the perilous tusk of 
of St. Mary's, 
very lofty. Hy u tremendous wind the 
bull and cross had been bent down, and 
looked dangerous. This steeple climb- 
er raised ladders one ufter the other, 
usslsted by blocks und ropes, and 
secured each in succession to the stone- 
work with clamps. When he got neur 
the top of the spire the work became 
more difficult, and the spectators anx- 
iously watched him as he fixed the last 
ladder. Having accomplished this feat, 
Wool ion stepped from the ladder on to 
the crown or pinnacle of the steeple, 
nud Mood quite upright, with his bunds 
free. Then he raised a cheer, which 
was responded to by the crowds below. 
More extraordinary still, one of these 
steeple-climbers Is said to have per- 
formed the feat of standing upon his 
head on a steeple top.
